E viſible ill conſequences of retail- 
| ing Spirituous Liquors in the method 
no practiſed, and the frequent immo- 
frralities and Diſorders in places where 
they. are uſually drank, are Evils every honeſt 
Man who. has the leaſt regard to the happineſs 
and welfare of his Country, would deſire to ſee 
effectually remedied ; and what the Diſtillers 
_ themſelves, as well as the Numerous body. of 
induſtrious People immediately intereſted in the 
Conſumption of Grain and Molaſſes for Diſtil- 
lation, would as readily concur in: altho* a 
certain Body of Men have endeavoured to raiſe 
a general clamour againſt Diſtillery without di- 
ſtinction; imagining, under the cover of plau- 
ſible popular arguments on that ſubject, to en- 
creaſe their own trade by the deſtruction of an- 
other; as if the Queſtion (to uſe one of their 
on expreſſions) was only this, who ſhould Poi- 
ſon the People? and not whether the interpoſi- - 
tion of the Legiſlature is neceſſary for prevent- 
ing their deſtruction by habitual Druakenneſs 
and Debauchery. 2

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Bier impartial Man muſt likewiſe allow, 
that it would be juſt in a Legiſlature to deſtroy 
the Trade, Wealth and Induſtry of any one 
Sett· of Men in the Kingdom for the Publick 
 Advatitage 3 and that where ſuch Trade ſtands in 
competition with the Health or Morals of the 
common People, it ought not to be made a 
Queſtion which ſhould be preſerved? But the 
great Difficulty in this Caſe is, that . 
which have been given for ſuppreſſing the uſe 
of Brijifo Spirits, are not founded on Facts. The 
Arguments for that purpoſe generally begin with 
begging the Queſtion, that ' Britiſh Spirits in 
their Nature have. all the diſmal effects attribu- 
ted to them, and therefore that nothing leſs 
than an abſolute Prohibition, or heavy Duty 
amountiag to it, can be a real Remedy. 

TIs is the Method taken in all the " 

hlets' that have been hitherto' wrote on this 
Fabject, againſt the uſe of Britiſh Spirits, as 
well as in the Arguments that have been uſed 
for that purpoſe in another place. They take 
it for granted, thoſe who drink Britiſh pirits, 
with the greateſt moderation, are mere Fire- 
Eaters.; they labour to demonſtrate one point in 
which they were never 725 contradicted, that 
the immoderate Uſe of Spirituous Liquors pro- 
duces bad effects (as indeed the like uſe of all 
Eiquors whatever will do). And then, without 
any foundation in the World, attribute all the 
Diſorders ſuch People may Commit, every Vice 
they may indulge themſelves in, to the Perni- 
cious Qualities of this Liquor. 

"THxReE is alſo one thing, artfully avoided - 
in all the ObjeQions hitherto made to Britiſh 
Spirits. They have not touched upon One 


reaſonable Expedicnt for remedying the abuſes

complained of; or ſo much as entered inte 
the Debate, whether it is not poſſible to an- 
ſwer the Ends propoſed; and at the ſame time 
leave fo Uſeful and Beneficial a Manufacture 
ſubſiſting, to the great Advantage of the Na- 
tion in general, and many thouſand families in 
particular. This would have been a candid 
and impartial method of treating the Debate 
on ſo Important a Queſtion, and a Decency to 


| ſo ſupream a Court of Judicature as they apply 


to for relief on this occaſion; from whom no- 
thing material, to enable them juſtly to deter- 
mine, ought to be concealed; and who not- 
withſtanding the Arts uſed, no doubt will ſuf- 
ficiently diſtinguiſh. the fraudulent Diſguiſe in 
the Repreſentations on this Subject 

In conſidering and imparrtially- ſtating this 
Caſe; I ſhall readily admit, that neither the 
great Conſumption of Grain or other Mate- 
rials in the Britifh Diſtillery, the Encreaſe of 
Navigation and Nurſery of Seamen in the Coaſt- 
ing Trade, the Livelyhood of Maltſters and 
Factors, the Support of the Farmer, enabling 
him to pay both rent and taxes, —ů— 
of the Landed Intereſt, or the Encouragement 
of our Colonies in America, ought to be of 


any weight or conſideration with the Legiſla- 


ture, in compariſon to the preſerving the Mo- 
rals and Strength of the people in general.
